This brings to my Remembrance an very 
unhappy Accident a Gentleman inform d me 
of that befel Mr. Smith, one of the Surgeons 
of St.Thomas's Hoſpital, who being ſo curious 
as to taſte the Juice of a Cancerated Breaſt 
preſently after it was extirpated, found 
himſelf very ſtrangely affected by it, in a 
very ſnort Time; he waſhed his Mouth 
with various Things, but nothing could 
free him from that penetrating, malignant,
